Hi folks. Just this weekend, I completed stripping and repainting the 
front panel of an R-390A panel that came from the factory screened (not 
engraved). I applied paint stripper over the old stuff (which looked like 
someone had shellacked (sp?) over the old stuff (looked horrible) and 
proceeded to scrape off the offending junk. The next morning (in between 
cleaning out the kitchen and vacuuming up the house), I wet sanded the 
residue and let the bare metal panel dry off in the hot morning sun. After 
most of my household chores were completed, I pulled out some latex 
industrial primer (used in body and fender shops, non of that Krylon or 
Rust-Oleum junk) and sprayed it on using an air brush and hobby air 
canister. The priming process went on smoothly. 


After allowing the primer to cure, I pulled out my leftover St. James Grey 
paint from my A-line projects and after filtering the stuff out (using a 
strainer), I proceeded to put about 3 medium coats of it on the panel 
until a satisfactory finish was made. I allowed the paint to cure under 
that same hot sun for several hours. Boy, was it a quick thorough dry! 


Later, I got some of the large script DATAK lettering and using an acetate 
photocopy of the old panel, the old copy served as a template when 
applying the labling on. I used a drafting square to ensure that the 
letters were able to line up correctly. So far the results are great! The 
next step is to apply the gradient scales used for the audio gain, rf 
gain, etc. That will be a challenge. 


On the chassis refinishing using alodine, that's another story. 
But for those of you who are critical of my "St. James Grey" treatment of 


the front panel, keep in mind that the R-390A rx is a mongrel! I have seen 
pictures of panels varying from the same battle ship grey, to beige, and 


CIA black. That's the beauty of this rx. You can essentially (but 
respectfully) modify it to your tastes. Cal. N6KYR.

It's a nifty package... Cabinet is 37"H x 17"W x 12"D. RF chassis slides into 
the top, modulator in the middle, and the power supply sort of anchors the 
whole thing. Tube line up is 42 oscillator, 6L6 mult/driver, pair of TZ-40s for 
RF. Plug-in coils, link-coupled balanced output (two big feedthru insulators 
on the front panel for the antenna - OSHA would love this!). 


Audio is a 6C5 to a couple of 6N7s, a couple of 42s, to a couple more TZ-40s. 
Power supply has a couple 5Z3s, 816s, and one other rectifier /w no marking (4 
pin, smaller than 5Z3). There are 3 multi-purpose meters... just move the 1/4" 
phone plug to the meter jack of your choice.

In the autumn of 1923 the establishment, except the six antenna masts, was 
ready. The construction of the masts was delayed by a general strike at 
the Swedish ironworks 


On December 1, 1924, the traffic of the great radio station Grimeton 
started on 16.7 kHz (wavelength 18,000 meters) with the call signal SAQ. 

Of the some twenty 200-kilowatt Alexanderson transmitters which were 
built in USA by General Electric and were installed all over the world only 
this one at Grimeton is left. 


The Radio Station Grimeton was declared a Listed Historic Establishment by 
the County Administration of Halland on October 11, 1996. Because of this 
event a seminar was held on October 23, 1996. In honour of the day the

Hello- 


I've just acquired an ARC-1 VHF transceiver that's in decent (if 
dusty) condition, and I'd like to get it up and running. It's got an ARINC 
property tag on the front cover, and most interestingly it has a paper chit 
taped to it listing the frequencies it has crystals for xand* the N-number of 
the aircraft it was (presumably) used in. 


Looking in my old airliner registration references I've found that 
the N-number (which I can't remember here at work) belonged to a Curtiss C-46 
Commando sold into civilian service after WWII. But this wasn't just any 
C-46- it was one of those registered to Claire Chennault when he started the 
Flying Tigers cargo line. It may be possible that this radio was in the 
aircraft when it was flown by Chennault himself, although he might have spent 
more time flying a desk than an airplane at that point. 


No matter what it's actual history is, the ARC-1 seems like a neat 
example of the earliest VHF aviation radio- there's good information about 
its development on the ARINC web site. 

To get this thing up and running I'll need a couple of things: 


ARC-1 POWER/CONTROL CONNECTOR: This is the multi-pin rectangular connector 
that plugs into the back of the ARC-1 as the radio slips into its rack. If 


this connector only comes as part of a complete rack then I need to buy a 
rack. 


ARC-1 OPERATION and MAINTENANCE MANUALS: Originals would be nice, but decent 
copies will suffice.

the first order of business is to get the PTO to have an output of 
3.455 mcs to 2.455 mcs in 10 clockwise turns. 


I described this in detail a few days ago, so see that note, but here is 
the rest of the story. 


You have to line up several things at one time. 


The PTO can be aligned outside of the radio, so forget it for a while 
after its done. 


Next, you need to align all of the RF cams tips such that they are 
pointing at the little black lines conveniently scribed on the front 

of the RF deck at a frequency of 7+000 (that is 7 999 kcs plus one more 
kes). 

Once this is done, you getting there. 

Then, you must set the counter dial such that is has 35 kcs of 

overlap at each of the CW/CCW stops of the kcs dial. e.g. when the 

kes dial hits the clockwise stop, set the veedor root counter at 

7 035 (if you are on band 7). What this does is gets your 

counter lined up with the front end when it tracks. 


Now that the counter is lined up with the front end, *try* not to 
change the settings between these two. 


Finally (if you have a frequency counter) set the PTO to a frequency 

of 3.455 (its not connected to the coupler at this time) and 

set the kcs knob to 000. This aligns the PTO, counter, and front 

end all at the same place (if all went well). 

Tighten the coupler 'tween the PTO and the kcs knob drive. 

Smoke test. 

Tune to a known local station. 

Make final frequency adjustments with the Bristo screw on the PTO coupler (not on 
the pinion gear on the counter which will fow 

l up your counter/front end alignment if its off by more than a few kcs). 
Align the front end. 

Done. 

I did all this from memory, so I hope its complete. 

If you get confused, call me at 318-984-2561 and I can talk you down :-)

So if anyone 
has a 755A that is nice that they would trade fro the V-10, then I would 
be interested in that. Otherwise I will keep the V-10 until a 755A shows 
up here.

I use one 
with my Globe King.

The real puzzling part is the sheer physical size of these tubes. They 
look like 1 - 2 litre flasks with glass necks (2) in opposite 
directions. No bases or tops as we would except for the early pre and 
during WWII equipment. They look like old X-ray tubes, and just what I 
would expect from early pre-production prototypes. If you have any 
inputs with this extra info, please let me know.

And in another note, he added: 


These valves/tubes were a find in the junk radio section of a warehouse. 
The tubes were shipped in wooden containers with springs attached to 
pieces of cloth through which the glass ends poked. The central 
sections in which the elements were housed are large an bulbous, 
anything from 1 - 2 litre capacity by the looks of it. Am talking from 
memory, but each tube must have been well over 30 cm long from end to 
end. Each had two glass necks at opposite ends. Diameter must have 
been 15 - 20 cm or so. Do not recall any bases on them. I looked very 
hard for any sort of a date inscribed on them, but found nothing. 


Hope the additional info helps. I am not a radio amateur myself, and 
not a collector but do have an interest in the history of radio

Well, I received a basket-case HW-16 about a year ago. Finally got it back 
together and on the air today. I planned to give this to one of my 
children who is studying for his amateur license, but now I am not so sure 
I want to since there are still problems with it. 


The receiver works just fine. Calibration is decent. Sensitivity on all 
three bands is very good (around .1 microvolt) 


The transmitter has problems. When I first got this thing, it worked OK, 
except that it chirped with crystals on all bands, and 80 had a T-5 note. 
Shortly after I got it, some of the filter caps shorted out, and took two 
of the low-value (100 ohms, 200 ohms) resistors in the filter string. 
Since I had a bunch of new Nichicon 470 ufd at 450 VDC caps, I put some of 
those in there along with a nice 6 Hy choke I had in the junque box and 
two VR-150s to regulate the 300 vdc to the receiver and the transmitter 
oscillator plate, and took the regulated 150 volts for the tx osc. screen 
through an RF choke. I was rather sure that this would fix the chirp. It 
didn't. It is certainly better, but it is not gone. Worst on 15 (of 
course). I even traded for an HG-10B and installed that in hopes that 
would help the problem. It does. At least now the transmitter doesn't 
chirp (if I leave the VFO on), but the darned VFO drifts, and because I 
have to leave the VFO on to eliminate the chirp, the QSK is unavailable. 


Rats! 


I aligned everything correctly. Even with no PA screen voltage (to do the 
neutralization) I still hear chirp with crystals. My GRC-109 doesn't 
chirp this much. Anyone have any ideas ? I have just about run out of 
them. I've checked and substituted 6CL6s and no joy. The only thing I have 
not yet tried is to reduce the tx osc. plate voltage from 300 vdc to 150 
vde. 


BTW, according to my ME-165 wattmeter, it puts out nearly 50 watts on all 
three bands into a 50 ohm load.

Now I'll let you folks discuss this exercise the State of Hawaii 
faces in removing this BA-sized antenna.

With the ceasation of the VLF OMEGA navigation radio transmitter here 

on Oahu, the State of Hawaii is confronted with the task of having to 
remove this extraordinary wire antenna system. The antenna consists of 

six 1 1/4 inch cables, each 7,500 feet in length, stretched between two 
ridge tops, with a valley 2,500 feet below. Each cable weighs 30,000 pounds. 
The new H-3 freeway runs through the valley floor. 


The state is considering two methods of removal: 

1. Explosive charges would be placed by helicopter off the center of 
each cable which would cut each cable in such a way that no damage 
would occure to the freeway 2,500 feet below. The cables would then 
be cut up and hauled away (no easy task since the valley floor is

a dense rain forest). The state does not favor this method. 

2. A winch would be attached to each cable anchor and each cable would 
be slowly lowered to the valley floor. This method is supposed to be 
cheaper and less harmful to the forest below. A thick rubber mat would 
be placed over the freeway to prevent damage. The cables would then 

be cut up and hauled away. 


An event of this magnitude is apparently so rare that there are no 

fixed ideas as to how to proceed. If any of you would like to contribute 
your thoughts, email me (or post them on here) and I'll forward them 

to the the state engineers heading this task.
